Local Democrata were not sur- 
prised at the fallore of BrunnleTe's 
preliminary steps In Judge H*y*s 
court to contest the nomination of 
Bhrriff Oronan and n«ne profess to 
be worried over the outcome In the 
Court of Appeals or tlie final out- 
come in the event of a recount of 
the balloto. Pretty near all agree 
that the defeated candidate sees 
no hope tor suomm in bU contest, 
and to an outsidor It vould appear 
that he Is only aetnated %7 olther 
motives oC rerenfe or with the pur- 
pose in view Of rendering aid to the 
Republican party. Tha latter view 
aeema to Im the ipr<«er one when 
It la taken Into conalderatlon that 
the special balUtf asked for by 
Brumleve's attorneys, and on 
which point the case was thrown 
eut of court. Is one J. William 
Spanyer, an employe of the Louls- 
rllle Herald, the latter incidentally 
being Mr. Dninileve's personal or- 
gan in the primary campaign, and 
was always ready and willing to 
feature Brumleve'H charges of graft 
and padded pay-rolls, which charges 
were declared a flsile by twelve 
men good and true on the July 
grand jury. Nothing undaunted, 
Mr. Brumleve continued to make 
the same charges and none will be 
surprised If the Republican cam- 
paign orators are heard delivering 
bis pet speech this fall. 

It has been charged by snnie that 
the Republican local leaders are In 
touch witli Mr. Brumleve's ca.«e and 
they cite the fact taht the Louls- 
rtl> Heiald employe as special 
bailiff pivps the Republican flavor. 
This mav ije true, but many otters 
say that the Herald's motlTe ia toe 
revenge against eheriff Cronan, who 
forced the local controlling powers 
of the Herald to eat their words 
In a dopoBitlon taken recently anent 
the Cronan libel case against the 
Herald, and Attorney Merit O'Neal, 
for Mr. Cronan, saw to it that their 
act of penitence and reparation was 
complete. C. A. Segner, the Herald 
managing editor, deposed as fol- 
lows: "I know nothing whatsoever 
against the personal character or 
reputation of Charles J. Cronan or 
any o( his personal aeta." B. A. 
Jonas, the writer of the libel 
artldaa in queitlon, aald he wished 
to BubsUntlate Mr. Segner'a state- 
ment and that he knew nothing 
against Mr. Cronnn's reputation, 
charaoter, etc. In other words the 
apology of the Herald management 
was so galling and complete that 
they are trying to alleviate that 
eting by tmnoyinp Mr. Cronan In 
another luanii' i. 

There has been bo much talk of 
dissenBion In the Democratic ranks 
that the healthy little Bqual>ble in 
the Republican camp has been over- 
looked altogether. John Maas. the 
almoat Ropabllcan nominee for 
Mayor, la carrying a grleTance 
against Messrs. Chilton and Searcy, 
the powers that be, while Wood 
Axton, the former idol in local G. 
0. P. ranks, supported Etover for 
Sheriff, Homar for Jailer, Klsen- 
nienger for County Clerk, Groves 
Coroner and Wells for Bailiff in 
the primary, each and all of whom 
were slaughtered unmercifully. In 
a pre-primary statement Mr. Axton 
said, referring to Chilton and 
Searcy: "I have never been and am 
not now In sympathy with the Idea 
that one or two men Bhould be per- 
mitted 'to delegate to themselves 
the right to name the candidates for 
the Republloan party and the power 
to manage the party's affairs." Oth- 
ers left out in the cold when the 
nominations were handed out are 
Capt. H. I. Fox. who wanted to be 
County Attorney; Joe Lawton, John 
M. Scott and George Dalley for 
Police Judge, Theodore Rehm for 
County Clerk, Lewis V. Johnson for 
County Assessor and Dr. W. A. 
Foreman, Dr. L. A. Crutcher and 
Dr. H. M. Goodman for Coroner, 
it can be seen from the above list 
that old man Harmony la itlll on a 
racatlon as far as the Republicans 
are concerned.

In a little booklet, "How to Help 
Catholic Sohliers," Issued but re- 
cently by the Catholic Social C.uild 
of England, Rev. Charles i'lat« r, S. 
J., well known for his excellent con- 
tributions to Catholic social work, 
gives us • most interesting and 
stimulating survey of what BngUsh 
Catholics are doing for their own 
In the army. The long list of ac- 
tivities and agencies at work to 
make war less unsafe for the flalth 
and morals of the English boys 
makes very edifying and good read- 
ing. We find that there are so- 
cieties having for their object the 
securing of suitable opportunities 
for the boys of hearing mass, going 
to confi-s.-iiiin an<i communion and 
of practicing their religion wthout 
hindrance. Other forces are en- 
gaged In aafeguarding them from 
the social evil, from drink and bad 
companions. Others tguln are de- 
voting time and energy to supply- 
ing the need of spiritual aids and 
objects of devotion, good reading 
and recreation. The work being 
done here by the Knights of Colum- 
bus is done in England and in 
France by the Catholic Huts Coun- 
cil formed b>- representatives of a 
great number of Catholic societies. 

In this connection, a.s is pointed 
out, it is well to note tuat Catholic 
societies in the towns where sol- 
diers are quartered can be of great 
assistance in caring for the spiritual 
and bodily welfare of the soldiers, 
a useful hint for our societies in 
our own country. Other small chap- 
ters deal with hospIUl visllation, 
securing employment and recreation 
for the convalescent. So, too, re- 
tieals liavc been lielil for those com- 
ing and those goint' frmii and to 
war. During 1 HI f. si.xtcfvii such 
retreats were held with notable re- 
sults. Catholic nurses form a spe- 
cia4 guild and, according to the 
account given, render notable spir- 
itual aid. Then there Is the Cath- 
olic Stridiers' Oorrespondence GulM, 
which can show a very oredltable 
record of 4,000 cases of qpattinc 
Catholic soldiers, elck or diaiAled 
or prisoners. In touch with their 
relatives and friends. In the care 
for prisoners of war thfe BngUsh 
Catholic.-i are co-operating with _ttie 
British Red Cross. 

Fatlier Plater adds a great many 
timely suggestions on such topics 
us "Insurance and pensions," point- 
ing out how Cathf>llcs can secure 
these aids; "employment and after- 
care," suggesting ways and means 
for work in this direction; "hos- 
pitality and home-vieiting;" "blind 
soldiers;" "social life and recrear 
tlon." In this regard we can not 
but quote the suggestive wonts of 
the reverend author, for they con- 
tain a very useful hint for our own 
work in the days to come. "Another 
vast problem," he writes, "caHIng 
lor careful consideration of the 
Catholic body will arise after the 
war, and we should begin to think 
about it at once. The men dis- 
t li.i I from the army and re- 
turned to their parishes will feel 
the abrupt change from army life to 
home life. They will want to meet 
other men who have been in IJie 
army, with whom they can talk over 
the past. They will be craving for 
the spacious cheerfulness of the 
canteen and recreation hut, with 
Its movement and noise. Are we 
to leave these habits to find their 
outlet In the public house or the 
non-CathoIIc Institute? It is a 
great chance of developing our 
Catholic men's clubs, but they will 
have to be made more attractive 
than they have sometUues been In 
the past. No parish after the war 
should be without a oiob of tills 
sort." 

Finally the soldiers' and sailors' 

requiem fund, which provides for 
a lasting endowment In the form 
of a church built to commemorate 
the Catholic dead and to provide 
a perpetual memorial for them in 
dally masses to bo said for their 
eternal repose, suggests to us one 
form of spiritual charity we must 
not overlook. We, though not yet 
In so acute a form, are face to face 
with a multitude ot probletms aris- 
ing from the eare of the soldiers of 
our own faith. It will be well for 
us if we are broad-snlnded and 
generous enough to learn from 
those who have attempted and done 
much In thla Held. C. B. of C. V.

This put a powerful 
weapon Into the hands of the home 
rule members of the convention and 
if used vIgoToaely may force the 
Uniontots to atjrllra their colors and 
agree on a meaeure which would 
give Iroland the largest possible 
modicum of autonomy within the 
empire. If the convention fall to 
d6 this the only course openu to the 
Irish ptM-ty would be to resign and 
go to the coumtiT for a new 
mandate. Sinn Fein would thus he 
given an opportunity to put ita pol- 
icy to the iteet, and that opportunity 
It should have. At' any rate this is 
not the time for divided councils 
and divided f<mses. •frIXU National- ' years.

Since the Russian revolu- 
tion and the entrance of the United 
States into th« war there hits !>• en 
no other occurience of ji\irh im- 
portance to the woild. I'ope Hene- 
iic! H proposals to the belligerent 
>;i)verniiients are weiKhty because of 
;lie f;i:i\r -'-liousness of the situa- 
tion tliai inspires them, because of 
the exaltbd eource from which they 
come, and because of their aim 
llarity, In most essentials, to the 
(erms suggested bjT President Wilson 
last Jajiuary, when It was still hoped 
that the Inited States might be 
permitted fo nil th< lofty role of 
peacemaker. 

"It Is important that every 
American cltlzon. every lover of 
liberty, siiould recall to mind these 
stat'eiuenta of the fundam«oltala of 
a just and enduring peace, 
that all the Bovenunents engaged 
In war, our own Included, are chal 
lenged by the supreme head of a 
sreat and historic church to an 
apen-niinded consideration" of the 
subject. That such consideration 
will he accoixled we may accept 
without question. I'erhaps few tf 
any belligerent uovernnients will 
be favorably iiuiiMs-iMi with Pope 
Ben«dict'8 suggestions as a whole. 
Perhaps the most of them will be 
Inclined to reject them. But never 
thelees, wtUk the proponi coming In 
tbe way it 4oM and from the soun e 
it does, it la not too much to hop 
that a way will have been optMud 
In which the two great Kroups of 
allies, with I lie least eniliuri iissm«nt 
:o llieir sevenil members, can pre- 
fnt and mutually consider their 
own ideas of the conditions on 
which the war might be ended. 

"Pope Benedict, we may be sure, 
nad considered well all the ob- 
stacles to peace before he acted 
But he acted hopefully, neverthe 
less, and because he conceived It 
his Christian duty to act, to save 
civilization from destruction. The 
3anie motives that appealed to him 
must appial. with eiiual force, to 
tlie lesponsihle heads as well as to 
tlie peoples of all the natiou.s at 
war. From our own Government 
we may confidently anticipate a re- 
sponse befitting the ideals and tra 
ditlona of the American people and 
their purposes In this war. Mean 
while that Government must con 
tinue to have the unfaltering sup^ 
port of the whole people In th« 
vigorous prosecution of Its war pro 
gramme as the safest and surest 
step toward an early peace. On 
this, more than on all else, will de- 
pend the disposition of the Ciernian 
Government to consider peace terms 
that will make the world safe for 
America." 

The above Is a very reaMni i 
Interpretation If the Holy Father's 
Intention tav sending bto peace propo- 
sHIons to the heads of all the 
belligerent govomiments. The Pope 
Intends his ideaa fo form merely a 
basis on which the diplomats of the 
diffei>ent couatries now at war can 
meet for dtscuselon. The entire 
wx>rld is war-weary and would wel- 
come an earfy pence.

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"Who Is that Chinaman, Sinn 
FoiD, that is raising all tbe uimpus 
In Ireland?" aeked a Livprpool la- 
borer of one of the Ennlisli «if>le- 
gates to the convention in Dublin 
Rs he stood waiting to embark. If 
the English have had difficulty in 
answering the question, surely 
Americans may be pardoned for a 
similar predieament 

Sinn FWnlsm, we have been told. 
Is vague, Inipraetical, chaotic, es- 
lentially foaaded on hopeless re- 
bellion and foredoomed to quixotic 
failure. However, in my inveBtiga- 
Uons of' the last few weeks, in 
which I have talked with over a 
dozen men just out of Ireland, 
among whom are Dr. Patrick Mc- 
Carten, the envoy from the Pro- 
visional Government of the Irish re- 
public to the President and the 
Congress of the United States, as 
M'ell as five soldiers of the revolu- 
tionary army, it appears to me that 
on the contrary Sinn Feinism is 
today, whatever it may. have been 
In the immediate past, a porwerful 
political party, witli a definite po- 
litical programnii To understand 
the strength of Sinn Fein- certain 
facts must be repeated, facts which 
have been partially .stated separately 
in tilt' .Viiicriian pres:', but which 
nave not been collated so that they 
Rr« under^^tood tor instance tif the 
Brttif>h Government: 

First — Most important of all is 
the fact that Ireland today has in 
addition to one Robert Emmet, 
whose historic martyrdom fades 
nacic to 1798, sixteen new Robert 
tcmmets, with bales dating back 
only to Easter. 1916. As a direct 
result, while the rebellion of 1916 
aiustered only 1,200 men, there are 
now hundreds of thousands of men 
ready to oppose, evfn if only with 
shovels and meat axes, and cer- 
tainly with their lives, any further 
encroachment of English military 
power. Whereas the English gar- 
rison in Ireland eighteen months 
ago was less than 30,000 men, it 
is today more than 70,000 men. 
Whereaa at the beginning of the 
great war the Iriah regiments 
marched ont to fight for Bngland to 
a man, not a Corporal's guard has 
been recruited in eighteen months, 
and the depletion in the Irish ranks 
In France has been filled <wlth Sng- 
llsh "rookies." 

Second- More a.'^toni.iliing than 
tbe solidarity of the young fighting 
men of Ireland is the lecently and 
repeatedly demonstrated unity of 
the voters. To realize the meaning 
of the figures I will quote it must 
constantly be borne In mind that 
only property owners vote in Ire- 
land. The charge that the opposi 
lion is "hot-headed," "nnreason- 
Ing," "emotional,"- has more force 
as applied to young men of military 
age than it has as applied to men 
of middle agi' iiiid old age who own 
property iind who have had more 
than a yr;ir to reflect as to the 
grave iiieaniiip of their duly regis 
tered ballots. In the last three 
months there have been three elec- 
tions — one in North Roscommon, 
one In Etouth Longford and one In 
Bast Clare. In each tbe 81na Fein 
ers have won, by majorities ranging 
from 65 per cent, in Roscommon to 
71 per cent, in Bast Clare. Each 
one of these distrlcta was previously 
a Nationalist stronghold, and in 
each a well known Irish Nationalist 
leader opposed a Sinn Fein leader. 
It was said by the opposition, and 
with some show of truth, that in 
the first two district.s (Roscommon 
and Longford) the Sinn Fein tri- 
umphs were those of popular per- 
sonalities, their candidates being 
Count Plunkett, who had lost two 
sons in the rebellion, and MeOuln 
nesB, who was Imprisoned in Eng- 
land for participation therein. But 
in neither of these elections did the 
Sinn Fein candidates announce 
their constructive platform. Evi- 
dently fearful of iboldly stating their 
purposes, they were content merely 
to oppose the previously popular 
leaders. They received a vote of 
confidence, though by small majori- 
ties- in the ease of McOolnness 
only 130. 

Rut in th( third election the Sinn 
Feim rs abandoned a secretive pol- 
icy, the tactics which had caused 
the opposition, especially in Eng- 
land, to say that they had no pol- 
icy. Instead they openly declared 
themselves, and their third candi- 
date was elected by a much larger 
majority than tbe other two. The 
yery name of the party describes its 
purposes accurately for any Irish- 
man, and it could hardly be bet- 
tered in Irish, though it means 
nothing in English. "For ourselves 
alone" is a fair translation. 

On being told that it is Impos- 
sible to ha\e an Irish republic, the 
Binn Feiners reply that such is the 
secret longing oX every Irislunan. 
even if he thinks it more practica- 
ble to pause on the way as a Na- 
tionalist, Unionist, or what-not. 
They add with true Irish logic that 
if they had not flown the Irish re- 
publican flag a year ago last Easter 
no one would even be talking about 
republic now, while as a matter 
of fact a republic is being seriously 
discussed, even in London, If not 
actually in the CWblnet. However, 
the true source of their strength 
appears to me to be one that may 
seem subtle, but that is not strbtle 
to a practical Irishman, a land- 
holder, a voter. This Is the fact 
that Sinn Fein has utterly inverted 
the object of Irish political thought. 
It is no longer anti-English; it is 
pro-Irish. For that reaffon Sinn 
Feiners put the soft pedal on the 
talk of Ireland's past wrongs. It is 
politir-dl doctrine for the present 
and for the future. It may have 
to be incidentally, secondarily and 
for the moment anti-English, bnt it 
is vibrantly, dominantly and essen- 
tially pro-Irish. They are per- 
fectly willing to forgive and even 
to forget all the past if England 
will let them alone now and In the 
futuie. That is the astoundlnn a.«- 
pict cf a movement founded by 
ix'its and sealed in their blood. 

Sinn Fein is far beyond the poe- 
try stage now. It has a double 
appeal to the agrariun and manu- 



facturing interests. To the farmer 
It reveals the advantage of Irish 
regulated land tenure and is able to 
point to the fact that since the 
Hhort days of the republic and the 
I'onsequent unwillingness of Eng- 
land, through fear of bloody conse- 
quences, further to restitct intensive 
cultivation the farmers are more 
prosperons than in generations. To 
the manufacturer the Binn Feiners 
offer a widespread appeal, which 
they have already started, to buy 
only Irish-made goods. But the 
economic Issue of deepest appeal 
nt tlie present time is the .Sinn Fein 
programme concerning war taxa- 
tion. Sinn Fein postulates that as 
Ireland wa.s not consulted in de- 
laring war, as she has not willingly 
taken any pait in it, as she has 
nothing to gain from It, as she has 
forcibly resisted latterly every at- 
tempt to get any of her sons into 
It, she should not he asked to bear 
any of the colossal future burden 
that has been saddled on the Brit- 
ish Empire by the war, whatever 
its eventuality. Here lies the milk 
in the cocoanut. Uo far no direct 
war taxes have been levied. The 
Sinn Feiners declare that they will 
resist by every means, at first 
passively and through the ballot, 
but if needs be forcibly and with 
bloodshed, the Imposition of • war 
debt on Ireland. 

From the standpoint of imperial 
polities or woi4d politics. \t yon 
please, the Sinn Feiners have been 
able to lay two ghosts whiofa have 
not 'latterly had a fraction of the 
rway over Irish affairs that they 
have been made to appear to have. 
I refer to the religious issue and 
the Ulster issue, which Sinn Fefn 
declares to (be English-made and 
not Irish-made Issues. While not 
inti-clerical, .Sinn Fein Is certainly 
non-clerical. Its leadership is both 
Catholic and Protestant, Its mem- 
bership both Catholic and Protest- 
ant. It has not opposed, but has 
utterly ignored the qnestion of re- 
ligion. While popularly supposed 
to l>e strongest in the Cetholie 
South, It Is very strong in Protest- 
ant Ulster, where an election might 
reveal that it actually controls a 
majority of votes. 

As for the so-called T'lster issue, 
I may best llUistrati' thi- condition 
there by repeating tln' story an 
Orangeman told me as happening 
'o himself. When the gun running 
lor the Ulster Volunteers occurred 
previous to the war, at the time 
Carson was drilling the men, os-' 
tensibly, as was said, to resist home 
rule, this man, an Ulster volunteer, 
borrowed of a Tyrone man, then 
«nd now a Sinn Felner, his automo- 
bile for the purpose of conveying 
the arms secretly to Relfast. lyater, 
when the gun running occurn li in 
the Soi;th and arms were needed 
for the Dublin volunteers, the Sinn 
Feincr borrowed oT his Ulster 
friend two automobiles for a sim- 
ilar purpose. Another Sin Felner 
told tne that for nine months after 
the rebellion, while a price was on 
his head, he ;was hid In Ulster in 
the home of ope of Carson's district 
leaders. Ulster doss hot erant 
tition any more than does 
naught. 

Another thing abont Sinn Fein 

little understood Is Its attitude to 
the convention in Dublin, which 
reconvened last week. The Sinn 
Feiners did not rcfusi' to take a 
part in It, but offered gladly to 
participate In any convention to 
which the members were selected in 
the only fair way they could be 
•elected, by the adult suffrage 
(male and female, said the Sinn 
Feiners) of Ireland. What they 
refused to do was to have any part 
in a convention whose members 
were nominatM and controlled by 
the British Oovemment. Ilieir 
proposition was not accepted, and 
ihey were offered instead five 
members in 101, or less than 5 
per cent, representation when they 
controlled over a majority of the 
iotes; even their most bitter op 
ponents admitting they will doubt- 
less capture at least half the Irish 
seats in Parliament at the next 
election. In the nomination even 
of these five the English Oovern- 
(nent stipulated that the personnel 
must be approved by the Lloyd 
Oeorg'e Ministry before It could sit. 
Sinn Fein could not accept this and 
therefore no Sinn Feiners are In tbe 
convention, which to them is only 
another English proposition to gov- 
ern Ireland for England. 

However, and here i.s another 
Irish contrariety which Is the 
tieight of logic though paradoxicaj, 
the Sinn Feiners are not utterly 
antagonistic toward the convention. 
Their attitude is one of "show me." 
and whatever the result of the con- 
vention they intend to handle and 
manipulate it to their own advan- 
tage. They hold the trump cards; 
they know that they hold them, 
and they do not Intend either to 
lesi'rt Ireland or to throw away 
the ballot because they have no 
guns. Whatever the result of the 
convention they will be able to say 
to the Irish people: "Here is w!iat 
your masters offer you; we have 
bad no part in it; but we advise 
you to do so and so with it." It 
Is not oonceiTsble that the conven- 
tion will devtse a form of govern- 
ment that is not bssed on an elec- 
torate, and eventually It must seek 
the Irish electorate, if not for con- 
firmation at least for ostensible 
function. Controlling the elector- 
ate, Sinn Fein will certainly be In 
a position to carry further Its un- 
equivocal campaign for the con- 
quest of Ireland via the ballot. Of 
one position It is sure, and this la 
the shrewdest and newest political 
move Sin Fein has f'aihered. No 
Binn Fein member of Parliament 
vill ever officially go tp London, 
rhe present Sinn FSin members 
l^ave not gone and 'will not go. The 
party proposes to elect Just as many 
more as possible as fast as the elec- 
tions occur, but never to take seats 
m London. "Sitting in the P^ng- 
ilsh Parliament has never done 
anything for Ireland, and we are 
Ihiough with it," say the Sinn Fein- 
ers. "We will meet in Dublin, dp 



what we can for Irriand, officially 
or unofficially, even to sending Irish 
(yonsuls and Ambassadors abroad." 

In answer to the new English 
t>ugaboo concerning Irish Inde- 
pemdemce — viz., that an Irish repub- 
lic would be a constant military 
menace to England — the Sinn Fein- 
ers declare that this has no element 
of logic. In the present war, they 
tay, they could be o( no advanUge 
to Germany as Imig as Englsnd 
controls the seas, and if England 
•hould lose control of the seas the 
Germans would choose to land on 
the low near-east coast instead of 
on the far. mountainous west coast. 
.Moreover, the Sinn Feiners say that 
they had no alliance with Germany 
n the past nor have one now. 
[{ogor Casement had no official re- 
lation to the Irish Republican Gov- 
prnment, and aside from his lament- 
ably futile efforts the Sinn Feiners 
have never had any communication 
with the German Oovemment. 

Ireland asks only to be neutral. 
That is the Sinn Fein world policy. 
She has fought enough battles for 
other people. Now she is fighting 
her own. When she wins that she 
will be through for a long, long 
time. When the English say If Is 
impo.sslble for Ireland, situated as 
she is, to be neutral, the Sinn Fein- 
ers ask how It is that Switzerland, 
in the very heart of Europe, sur- 
rounded en every side by fierce and 
stronger nations, can hold her ncu- 
tmllty reapeeted and be assured 
that bitter loes wUI force each 
other to respect it. Then why can 
not Ireland, surronnded by the 
waves? 

If the British Oovemment does 
not answer these questions satisfac- 
torily in the near future, or before 
a world peace, the Sinn Feiners 
propose to ask the Peace Comference 
to consider the claims of Ireland, 
and for that purpose a Provisional 
Government of the Irish Republic is 
still Intact and prepared to nom- 
inate its representatives.
